City Council Passes Amendment 
Allowing Payment of Aldermen 


For Attendance at Meetings’ 


Scale of Pay to Be $5.00 for Every Council Meeting and $3.00 for 


Every Committee Meeting — Mayor and Alderman McKenzie | 


Cross Swords on Question of Civic Income Tax—Amendment 
Proposed by Mayor for New Exemptions Defeated 


A string of proposed charter amend- 
ments, some of them reported by the 
charter amendments committee and 
some of them proposed by the mayor, 
engrossed the attention of the city 
council at a special meeting held to 
consider them Wednesday afternoon. 

Among other things the council 
passed, unanimously, a recommenda- 
tion for an amendment to the charter 
allowing the payment of aldermen for 
attendance at council and committee 
meetings The scale of pay is five 
dollars for every council meeting and 
three dollars for every committee 
meeting, with a limit of $100 a month 
and $1,000 for the year. 

The fur flew when one of the 
mayor's amendments, dealing with 
the civic income tax, which proposed 
substantial new. exemptions from the 
operation of the tax, was defeated. 
Ald. McKenzie, of the South Side, 
voted against this amendment and the 
mayor expressed his opinion of the 
alderman’s course, in view of the fact 


that he had been elected as a “labor | 


alderman” in caustic terms, to which 
Mr. McKenzie replied in kind. 

The exemptions which failed to 
carry were on the following incomes 
for the amounts appended. 

Of an unmarried individual, a 
widow or widower without dependent 
children, $1,500. 

Of a married individual without de- 
pendent children, $2,000, 

Of a married individual with de- 
pendent children, $2,500; and for each 
dependent child over one a further 
sum of $250. 

Split on Final Item 

Tt was in respect to the final item 
that Ald. McKenzie and the mayor 
split. The vote was on the amend- 
ment as a whole. Had It been item 
by item the alderman would have sup- 
ported the other provisions, 

The amendment also proposed to 
exempt all private dwellings and 
buildings exclusively used as dwell- 
ings of an actual value of not more 
than $1,500, and where the actual 
value is more than $1,500 the same 
to be assessed at the designated per- 
centage of such sum 4s the actual 
value exceeds $1,500.

CREDIT BASIS, 


Head of U.S. Grain Corporation 
Speaks of Only Alternative 
Before Nation 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 5. — If the 
United States is to sell fts surplus 
year, the 


transaction must be on a credit basis, 
Julius Barnes, head of the food ad- 
ministration’s grain corporation told 
the house agriculture comniittee to- 
day at hearings of legislation to pro- 
vide a method for carrying out the 
government's guarantee of $2.26 a 
bushel for 1919 wheat crop. 

The Allies have not the financial 
ability to pay cash for the wheat, it 
was explained, and the United States 
will have to extend further credits. 
At present the treasury has no power 
to make loans to the Allies after peace 
is declared, although congress is con- 
| sidering a treasury request to be per- 
mitted to extend the unused portion 
of credits already authorized for war 
loans, to the Allies for peace time 
purposes and purchases In this coun- 
try.

Referring to the rolling stock of the 
railway and its condition, Mr. Molr 
said that there were 64 care operat- 
ing, with six in the paint shop at 
the present time. Several were with- 
out motors or controllers, but they 
could be put into operation again 
with one day's work. The cara were 
in good fair operating condition. 

The speaker said that since 1916 
had been practically impossible to 
material id that this had been 
for the inability to make 
needed repairs. It took, for instance, 
a year or a year and a half to get 
new car wheels, and the cars were 
all behind in that class of work. 
Twelve cars were without gear cases, 
and it wos useless to put on new gear 
until they could have new 
wheels, which could not be procured. 
It was the same with many other es- 
sential repair and replacement parts. 
Mr. Moir said he was surprised him. 
self to see the cars running asp well 
as they did 

Another interruption in repair work 
had occurred during the influenza 
epidemic, when so many men had 
been out sick because of the epidemic. 

Then he remarked that the cars 
bought in 1911, '12 and °18,

There is a lot of time lost.” 

Mr. Sheppard complained of over- 
crowding. He said that on the previ- 
ous night when he was riding home, 
there were 118 people packed into the 
ear, 19 of them in the front vestibule 
with the driver. 

Mr. Moir explained that tn “rugh 
hour’ times it was impossible for any 
railway to supply accommodations 
for all the people who wanted to get 
home at the same time. It frequently 
happened that when one car was over- 


| crowded because people were im- 
patient, that following it would be 
only half full 


He was asked why could not some 
of the people in the crowded car be 
permitted to drop off and enter the 
empty one The reply was that this 
would be difficult to manage and that 
transfer privileges would be abused. 

Mr. White replied to the superinten- 
dent at length. He challenged many of 
the superintendent's statements, par- 
ticularly that in which it was claimed 
that the cars not in service could be 
made ready for use again with a day's 
work. He declared that it would take 
$400 to make them ready for service 
again

|Entertained at Macdonald Hotel 
by Firm of Orledge and 
Kern 


About forty guests enjoyed the hos- 
pitality of Messrs. Orledge and Kern 
at a banquet given in the Macdonald 

| hotel Wednesday night. At the request 
of the hosts, J. H. Ashcraft, manager 
of the Edmonton stockyards, acted as 
chairman of the evening. The guests 
included what is known as the “stock- 
yards bunch” and there were few 


missing, from Manager Ashcraft at 
the head of the table to “Dolly” at 
the foot. During the afternoon the 


firm of Orledge and Kern had held a 
successful sale of some 1,400 sheep at 
the Edmonton stockyards, and the 
buyers of the sheep, coming as they 
did from all parts of the province 
and from Saskatchewan as well, were 
honored guests of the evening, 

After a very elaborate dinner, Mr. 
Ashcraft expressed the general ap- 
| prectation of the banquet and hoped 
that the men who worked together at 
the yards day after day would have 
other opportunities of getting together 
in this manner. He congratulated the 
firm of Orledge and Kern on their 
initiative in going so far afield and 
getting together such a number of 
sheep, to sell in the Edmonton dis- 
trict. In successfully accomplishing 
this, he believed they had successfully 
pulled off something bigger than was 
ever attempted in this line in Edmon- 
ton before. 

At this juncture the choir leader, 
Adams, started “For they are jolly 
good fellows,” and in this vocal effort 
he got plenty of help from his sup- 
porting choir. 

Mr. Florence, the auctioneer of the 
afternoon, called upon for a few re- 
marks, added his appreciation of the 
hosts of this dinner and spoke of the 
value of such sles as the one which 
had just taken place. 

Praised for Enterprise 

C. E. Bain, Dominion markets rep- 
resentative on the yards, commended 
the enterprising spirit of Messrs. Or- 
ledge and Kern in bringing these 
| sheep into the north country and so 
successfully disposing of them here 
Referring to his own work, Mr. Bain 
stated that during the past year the! 
government had lent over half a 
million dollars to bona-fide farmers 
in northern Alberta. As they knew, 
an arrangement had been made be- 
tween the railways and the govern- 
ment for an equal division of the cost 
of freight on hay, being moved from 
the north to the south. He had sign- 
ed certificates for the shipment of 
over 97,000 tons, and, judging by this, 
estimated the amount of feed that had 
in other years gone absolutely to 
waste in the north. The department | 
had also paid freight on 35,000 head | 
of cattle and 56,000 head of sheep. | 
He believed that the Edmonton mar- 
ket was one of thé best stocker mar- 
kets in the Dominion of Canada. | 

Mr. Orled#e spoke of the pleasure it 
gave him and his partner to have this 
dinner and have as guests the gentle- 
men who had been working with him, 
more or less. Since he and Mr. Kern 
had gone into partnership last June 
they had brought 10,000 head of sheep 
into the country and they were every 
one sold.

PRIVATE STILLS 
ARE UNEARTHED 
BY ALTA. POLICE 


The active campaign being carried 
on by the Alberta Provincial Police 
against liquor importation and illicit 
stills has met with very substantial 
results within the last few days.

devised to beat it. 
No form of words can be 


framed into law that all minds 
will apply alike to all cireum- 
stances, Consequently there are 
weaknesses in the application of) 
the prohibitory law which are 
systematically taken the fullest 
advantage of by the bootlegging 
fraternity. The recent ‘flu epi- 
demic was the cause of a measur- 
able violation of the liquor law in! 
the supposed interests of the law-' 
abiding members of the ecommu- 
nity. But the law-breakers take 
all the advantage that these re- 
laxations permit. This is a condi- 
tion that is beyond the jurisdic- 
tion of the policeman, but he 
meets it at every turn in his 
efforts at law enforcement. 

The provision of the liquor act 
which provides for the sale by 
druggists of intoxicants on med-| 
ical prescription is beyond ques-| 
tion greatly abused, particularly 
since the ‘flu epidemie began. 
The provision under which these 
abuses occur is on the responsi- 
bility of the electors of the prov- 
ince, not on that of the police | 
commission or police foree. If) 
better regulations can be made 
without detriment to the public 
welfare and the publie right, they 
should be made. Until such regu- 
lations are made the powers of 
the police are limited by the law, 
as it stands. 

The fact that carload after car- 
load of liquor is brought in by the | 
government vendor for sale to 
druggists and other persons au- | 
thorized to buy it, is the evidence 
of abuse under the terms of the 
statutes. Not only have the 
police no control over the statute, | 
but the more liquor that is 
brought under its provisions the 
greater the difficulty of securing 
convictions against dealers in 
illicit liquor, because the presence 
of a superabundance of liquor at| 
any point is not of itself proof as| 
to illicit purehase—as it would be| 
if such quantities could not be! 
legally brought into and sold in) 
the province. 

The foregoing are some of the) 
difficulties that necessarily accom- | 
pany the work of enforcement of | 
prohibition of the liquor traftic as | 
compared with offences under the | 
law of the open bar. Having re-| 
gard to the facts of the case, no 
fair-minded man can reach any 
other conclusion than that the 
much reduced city police force of 
1918 has dealt with the bootleg- 
ging menace to prohibition and
